GENERAL   INFORMATION 

Sociology,  as  it  deals  with  the  various  complex  prob- 
lems of  social  life  and  the  laws  governing  all  social  bet- 
terment, must  include  the  study  of  Economics,  the  His- 
tory of  Social  Development  (  abuses  and  reforms).  Civics, 
Hygiene,  Ethics  (General  and  Applied),  other  allied 
Sciences. 

The  Course  will  suit  two  distinct  classes  of  students. 
Some  may  wish  to  attend  one  or  more  series  of  lectures 
for  self-improvement,  or  the  better  to  fit  themselves  for 
the  higher  form  of  voluntary  social  service.  Others  will 
work  for  a  Certificate  or  Diploma  which  shall  admit  them 
to  useful  and  lucrative  employments. 
Study  Sessions 

Tlie  Academic  Year  is  divided  into  two  terms;  the  first

opens  on  October  3rd,  the  second,  on  January  27th. 

Besides  the  regular  classes  and  lectures,  there  wiU 
be  a  Course  of  Special  Lectures  on  social  topics,  by  Pro- 
fessors eminent  in  the  respective  branches.  A  considera- 
ble amount  of  time  wiU  be  given  to  Field  Work  and  In- 
vestigation. 

Certificates  and  Diplomas 

A  Diploma  from  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  Laval  Universi- 
ty, Montreal,  will  be  awarded  to  students  who  have  fol- 
lowed the  two  years'  course.  A  Certificate  will  be  given 
for  one  year's  full  work. 

AdmtaBion  .^f  Students 

Students  will  be  admitted  who  can  show  a  High  School 
Leaving  C\.  lificate  or  equivalent. 

College  graduates  will  be  dispensed  from  certain 
courses. 

General  training  and  practical  experience  will  also  be 
recognized. 

In  case  acceptable  certificates  are  not  presented,  can- 
didates  wiU  be  examined  on  the  following  subjects: 

English:  Grammar,    Composition,   Leading    EngUsh 

Writers. 
History,  English  and  Canadian. 
Practical  Arithmetic. 

French    or    Latin:   An    adequate    knowledge    of 
Grammar,  translation  of  easy    prose. 

To  secure  a  pass,  a  candidate  must  make  a  general 
average  of  65%  with  not  less  than  50%  in  English  nor 
less  than  35%  in  ary  other  subject. 

Satisfactory  references  as  to  moral  character  and  indus- 
try as  students  will  be  required. 
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Advantages 

Students  of  Sociology  at  Notre  Dame  Ladies'  CoUeje 
may  also  attend  the  usual  lectures  of  the  Arts  Coune  and 
of  the  Commercial  and  Domestic  Science  sections.  The  De-' 
partment  of  Modem  Languages  offers  special  opportu- 
nities to  social  workers.  French  is  included  in  the  regu- 
lar course;  arrangements  may  be  made  for  tuition  in 
Spanish,  Italian,  and  German. 

Students  may  also  attend  the  Evening  Classes  and  Lec- 
tures held  at  the  St.  Sulpice  Library,  340  St.  Denis  Street, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  LoyotA  School  of  Sociology! 
Scholarships 

Grants  or  gifts  to  endow  full  or  partial  scholarships  for 
the  benefit  of  deserving  studente  of  limited  means  are  re- 
spectfuUy  solicited  by  the  Faculty.  Such  endowments 
would  be  an  efficient  means  of  co-operating  with  this  im- 
portant work  undertaken  solely  from  humanitarian  and 
charitable  motives.

ThU  coune  will  enable  the  pupil  to  get  a  thorough 
graap  of  the  principles  of  English  composition.  Frequent 
practice  under  personal  supervision  will  meet  the  needs  of 
individual  students.  The  subject  matter  treated  will  in- 
clude narrative  and  descriptive  essays,  short  stories,  criti- 
cal analysis  of  selected  prose  and  poems  from  modem 
masters,  speeches,  drawing  up  of  reports. 
French 

A  thorough  study  of  French  Grammar.  Reading  and  in- 
terpretation of  selected  texts.  Conversation.  Prose  Com- 
position. 

Advanced  students  may  foUow  the  lectures  on  Authors 
of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  Lyric  Poetry,  Christian  and 
Decorative  Art. 

A  special  course  is  planned  for  English-speaking 
students  who  wish  to  prepare  for  the  Diploma  in  French 
Literature  granted  by  Laval  University. 

Domestfc  Science 

This  Course  will  consist  of  lectures  and  demonstrations 
on  dietetics  and  cookery  under  war-conditions.  Special 
stress  will  be   laid  on  Nutritive  Values. 

Field  \/ork  and  Investigation 

This  is  the  most  important  part  of  the  Course  for  stu- 
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dents  who  desire  the  Certificate  for  Trained  Social  Service. 
Montreal  offers  exceptional  advantages  for  the  study  of 
all  classes  of  relief  work  through  a  multiplicity  of  volun- 
tary, private,  public,  religious,  or  undenominational  agen- 
cies and  organizations.  This  Course  is  entirely  of  a  prac- 
tical nature  and  includes  both  Office  work  and  Investiga- 
tion. It  comprises  ofike  management,  correspondence, 
ckusification,  compiling  of  statistics,  the  prv.'paring  of 
records  and  reports,  etc. 

Visits  to  charitable  and  philanthropic  institutions  are 
made  to  study  the  various  methods  in  tise,  tmder  ex- 
perienced guidance.  A  considerable  time  is  also  given  to 
graded  case-work  so  as  to  familiarize  the  student  with 
the  various  existing  organizations  that  may  be  applied  to 
for  relief,  and  the  proper  procedure  in  dealing  with  each.
